This amendment is required because the "constant voltage-frequency 
relationship" is defined in claim 16. 

• Claim 23, line 1 , change the "angle regulator" to -angle control-. 
Claim 20 does not define an "angle regulator", instead, claim 20 
defines an "angle control".
